Sec. 2. All writs, processes, and proceedings, pending
in any of said courts, and returnable at the terms now
fixed by law, shall be deemed pending and returnable at
the terms as fixed by this act; and no suit, notice, recog-
nizance, indictment, or other proceeding shall be quashed
or held invalid, by reason of this act, or by reason of the
change of the terms of court hereby made.

Sec. 8. All other acts or parts of acts, fixing the times
Repeal, Gounties for holding the district courts in said judicial district, and
e attaching certain counties therein, to others, for judicial

Eurposes, and all other acts inconsistent herewith, are
ereby repealed.

This act, being deemed of immediate import-
Taxlng effect.  ance, shall take effect and be in force, from and after its
gublication in the Daily Iowa State Register, and The
ioux City Journal.
